Tesco New Store 

You will have seen the chaos in The 
Mall. We were told on 13 Sept. that 
the demolition would commence on 25 
Sept, giving us only 2 weeks notice! 
They are taking down the north side of 
The Mall including the roof and leaving 
our side until the new retail outlets are 
built. We have worries regarding storm 
drainage as the remaining shops will not 
have a roof. The Parish Council are 
very concerned about this work being 
carried out and yet again Tesco are re- 
neging on their orginal promise that The 
Mall would not be demolished until the 
new retail outlets were built. 

Zero Tolerance 

On 3rd July we wrote to John Rey- 
nolds in his capacity as Chairman of the 
Police Authority regarding the number 
of incidents of vandalism within Bar Hill.

Actually we 
have done quite well this year in spite 
of late cultivation due to saturated 
ground conditions in the Autumn when 
I should have been digging. Lettuces, 
beans, onions, courgettes and blackber- 
ries have been good and plentiful, and 
potatoes promise to be the same now 
that I am lifting a planter or two. I par- 
ticularly enjoy potatoes when boiled 
within an hour or two of bringing home. 
If you wish to leave out the fat, try boil- 
ing with a little fresh garlic and, when 
mashing, just use a little of the water 
used for cooking.

Neighbourhood 
Watch in its domestic 
form, is about co-opera- 
tion between groups of 
people, led by a co-ordinator, and the 
police. 

We should also remember that 
Neighbourhood Watch is not just about 
keeping an eye out for things that seem 
to be suspicious. It is also looking out 
for the welfare of our neighbouts, es- 
pecially the elderly, and making sure 
that they are able to cope as the winter 
approaches. Children should be made 
aware that riding bikes around the lo- 
cal footpaths, although perfectly legal, 
should be done with caution. A fairly 
frail lady who lives near to me was 
knocked over by a child, who she 
thought was about eight or nine years 
old, as he came flying around a comer 
at a terrific pace. He was most apolo- 
getic and stopped to help her up, but 
should have been taking much more 
care, for his own sake as well as for 
others.
